— The widespread 
Interest in this year's derby, owing to 
the open character of, the race, was 
testified to by the vast numbers that 
left London for Kpsom Downs. From 
an early hour thp xoads and railroads 
louthwardi(fre densely thronged with 
a strange medley of racegoers. The 
greatest crowd in years was present 
There were 25 starters. The condi- 
tions of the race were as follows: 
The derby stakes of ti.uOO sovereigns, 
by subscription of 50 sovereigns each;

winner to receive 600 sovereigns, the 
owner of the second horse SOO. and 
the dWnstr.Of the tliird 200 sovereigns 
out of the stakes; about one mile and 
a half.

The report show- 
ed that the total number of students 
registered In 1899-1900 was l.'iO, and 
in 1900-1901 KO. Tlie peicciitage of 
professing Christians among them was 
00. The amount received for the work 
has increased from |8,709 in 1899 lo 
126,993 In 1901. For this constant 
growth in the support the board was 
grateful, and it was stated that the 
schools have in them the promise of a 
larger growth. The limitation occa- 
sioned by the payment of so small a 
part of the apportionment was re- 
gretted. 

Gave Freely to Cltuehes. . 

Chicago, June 6. — Edwin Kimball, 
noted for his long service in paying 
off church debts, and who Is credited 
with having converted Dwlght L. Moo- 
dy, is dying at the home of his son. 
Dr. R. R Kimball, in this city. Mr. 
Kimball is 78 years of age. His work 
on behalf of debt-laden churches be- 
gan in 1877 when he was a member of 
a furniture firm in Chicago. Two 
years later he retired from business 
to devote all bis time and energy to 
church aid, and since then be has pro- 
cured funds to pay|lS,000,000 Of church 
indebtedness.

with the undirstanding that it means 
what the Washington <'ommission re- 
ported that Secretary Root said It 
means. Several delegates attribute 
the attitude of the government to th ■ 
decision of the supreme couit In the 
insular cases, ami sui)pose tliat ili ■ 
desire of the Washington government 
la to exercise a more direct power 
over Cuba than the Piatt amendment 
contemplates.

Minio/ says h" icceiv- 
ed a paclva^re in Caiaeas to d liver to 
General I'rilie, tlie iusiirgent leadei-. 
who is now In New York city, but that 
he left the package with tbe purser of 
the steamer, not being aware of its 
value. He thinks the consignee called 
alter he had started on his return to 
Porto Rico, and having found that he 
had gone, notified ('aptaln Titus of 
the New York police instead of mak- 
ing inquiry of the purser. The* steam- 
er Philadelphia is due here, and Mu- 
noz hopes to find the package and 
clear himself of the charge. 

Powder Magazine on Fire. 
Vallejo. Cal., June 5. — A magazini' 
at the .Mare Island navy yard, contain- 
'ing about 20 tons of smokeless pow- 
der, ignited by chemical action. The 
powdar did not explode, but generated 
enough gas and smoke to force the top 
off ttie magazine. The powder is now 
slowly burning up. It is far removed 
from the black powder, and there is 
no danger of an explosion. The mag- 
azine Is a fine one. constructed of 
brick, in isr>7. at a cost of several 
hundred thousand dollars. It will be 
a total loss. i ll!, magazine is located 
on the end of the Island, away from 
all the other buildings. The officials 
at the naval station are busy dlre< ting 
the fighting of the fire, taking precau- 
aions ;'gainst possil)!.' danger, but Will 
give out no inforniaticm.

This eection was visited by a destruc- 
tive rainatorm lait eveoioK, the down- 
iail being accompanied by a viyid elec- 
tric (lit'play at intervalt^. 

It WM 4:33 o'clock wt»en the raia began 
felHiiir. The firet ehower did not amoant 
to very much, but it waa eimply the fore- 
runner of a destructive downpour that 
eet in ihortly after 6 o'cioek, amoantiDg 
almoBt to a cloudburat. Just preceding 
this heavy rain it became 80 dark that 
gas and electricity bad to be tamed on 
in the homes and stores. Between 4:36 
and 6 o'clock the rainfall amounted to 
1.03 incbei, and moat of tbia fell in half 
an hour. Heavy ahowers followed at 
intervals through the night, the total 
precipitation up to 7 o'clock thil morn- 
ing reaching 2.39 inchea. 

North of Aberdeen the atorm was 
heavier than at this point. Three Mile 
Creek was out of its banks, and at the 
little village of Ellsberry great damage ia 
reported. The town was flooded, and 
nearly all the re!-idents bad to seek 
aafety on the hills. Some hooaea were 
washed away and others damaged. Re- 
ports also state that many bridges in 
that aection and in other portions of the 
country were washed away. A lot of cat- 
tle and other live stock were also carried 
off by the Btreanu that oyerflowed the 
l^ottoma.
